JP 10-032557 describes a relay system in which a distance between a transmitter and a 
repeater is extended or a period of a guard interval being redundant period is reduced so as to 
increase transmission capacity and a transmitter and a repeater used for the same. 

JP 05-327807 describes a system to provide transmission reception system in which a 
problem that a transmission information quantity cannot be increased is solved when the fi"equency 
band is limited in the transmitter sending a digital signal and much more information is sent within 
the same frequency band. 
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
